CALL TO ORDER

 Code Enforcement Report 
 

The Code Enforcement activity reports were reviewed by the Board for weeks ending April 28 
and May 5. The reports included permits issued, field inspections, complaints and violations. 
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McKeon discussed that the 6 parking spots the fire station provides.  McKeon stated there is 
some confusion on Parson’s view on the part that the fire department has documented use of.  
The MOU documents the extent of the building walls and 6 parking spaces. Aldrich asked Fox 
to send back to Parson’s for clarification. McKeon asked Fox to let Parsons know the actual 
boundary of the Fire Department is just the walls of the fire station.

In Town report Chief Chickering explained about DRE (Drug Recognition Expert) training. Chief  
Chickering chose Derek Jackson to do this training. The training will be 2 weeks in Concord,  
then 2 weeks in Phoenix.  Chief Chickering stated a grant pays for all of the training.  VanCor  
asked if there was Anything the Select Board could do to help publicity.  
 
Grants – Chief Chickering stated he put in for some grants this year.   

State Highway Enforcement – 240 extra hours to patrol Route 63 and 
Route 9.  The State grant pays for $10, 54 for the officers pay towards 
this.  

 
  50/50 Grant for 2 Panasonic tough books – there are 4 computers in car.  

2 of them are 10 years old. Chickering tested a regular laptop and it does 
not stand up to the cold and heat.  2 tough books are $8,600 

 
    Motorola portable radios every year we purchase one for $3,500. 
 
Police Equipment Capital Reserve fund- Chief Chickering stated that $8,500 a year is spent on  
Equipment. In the next three years the capital reserve fund will be in the negative.   Next year 
Chief Chickering is going to ask for $15,000 be put in capital reserve fund.  Chief Chickering  
Also gave a comparison of what the capital reserve fund would look like in 10 years if $18,000 
Was put into capital reserve.  The biggest hit is buying a portable radio every year.  McKeon  
Stated that Lester cut a bunch of budget items to bare bones with great intentions.  
Chief Chickering believes there are some things that can be pushed out till 2021.  
 
Chief Chickering told the Select Board that the 2014 Dodge Charger had an engine tick.  It  
needed a lot of repairs.  All of the repairs were under warranty.  The 2013 Dodge charger at the  
check engine light on and it was going to cost $5,600 to repair.  Chief Chickering spoke to the  
supervisor and got it covered under warranty.  
 
Chief Chickering went to the Senior lunch,  Derek Jackson is #1 combat medic in his reserve,  
Donna Magdycz is teaching DARE at the school and will be at career day on Friday, the Police  
Dept will be participating in an active shooter training with the school in the next few months.

The quote came in $16,000 under budget 
and the highway department doesn’t need to do the paving Mitchell will do all of it. McKeon 
checked with Lord to make sure he will be on site during the paving project to make sure that it 
is getting done to our specs.  Lord stated he would be on the paving projects.  
 
Highway department has been working on the culverts  
Grading dirt roads but no chloride yet. 
McKeon stated that it is time to migrate Lord’s responsibilities to the Director of Public Works 
Position.  The Select Board needs to give Lord a list.  The Select Board will also get Lord a 
contractor list.  
McKeon stated that Don Brehm called about the water level.  Lord stated that the we are at 3” 
high and over the top of the boards. The summer boards are in.  Lord thinks by Tuesday we will 
be at summer level.  VanCor asked Lord when he checks the water level.  Lord stated every 
Monday.  Aldrich asked if we could post it on website and McKeon stated that it could be put on 
website.

McKeon had a conversation over the weekend with the Dompiers and thinks everything will 
be all set. The Septic inspection info came in and there are signs of elevated product in the 
drywell. This is one sign that qualifies for a “failing” system by state standards. Aldrich would 
like to see the confidential file. McKeon stated he would email it over to Alissa to send to 
Aldrich. McKeon needs to speak to the Dompiers about the septic failure and hope it does 
not push them away. McKeon will reach out to the Town attorney to see how to put the 
money into escrow to be able to get around the bonding issue. McKeon is meeting with the 
Dompiers on Monday the 14th at 11:30 am.

After McKeon talked to John Ratigan, Ratigan  
      suggested we be on retainer for the year.  McKeon hasn’t got the price yet.  Aldrich stated  
      we needed to get moving on this.

Aldrich asked if we should have a no smoking policy. Fox suggested a smoking area that is 
away from doors and windows to the building. McKeon thinks that is a good idea. Aldrich will 
create the designated smoking area into her agreement.  
 

 Rudolph Property 
 
McKeon filled in Aldrich on the meeting that VanCor and himself had on April 29th.  The 
Rudolph’s have been informed that they will need to get the property surveyed.  McKeon 
stated that after speaking with Attorney Ratigan this is what is needed to get it corrected. 
There is no clear ownership, according to the registered deeds of that property in question.

VanCor will be meeting with Chris Lord tomorrow to look at the trees. Aldrich stated that she 
went and took pictures of the trees and will email them to Fox. Aldrich states that she feels 
that this is not the Towns responsibility. McKeon and VanCor agree.   
 
McKeon MOVED to not act on the tree removal on the Town land adjacent to Ed Labbe’s 
property due to our understanding that it is not the Town’s responsibility SECOND Aldrich 
VOTE unanimous

McKeon MOVED to send letter to Steve Perrin stating that the Select Board will agree to 
leave foundation in place as long as he fills the foundation with earth to the grade of the 
surrounding area SECOND VanCor VOTE unanimous

Aldrich MOVED to approve the investment policy SECOND McKeon VOTE unanimous 
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 Fireworks Ordinance 
 

Aldrich wants to make sure VanCor and herself, as they are representatives to the tow fire 
districts, have the correct information to give to the fire departments. The fire departments 
want to make sure they will not be responding to firework complaints unless there is a fire.  
McKeon stated that they are not enforcer.  VanCor told Spofford Fire that if they don’t want 
to be a part of the ordinance then to send a letter to the Select Board. The fire departments 
think that they are covered under the State RSA’s. McKeon stated that they aren’t.  Aldrich 
& VanCor will explain to the Fire Depts. that they are not enforcers and if they don’t want to 
be part of the ordinance then to send a letter to the Select Board requesting they not be part 
of it.  

 

 Deeded Property List 
 
The list of deeded property was divided out.  Fox will get phone numbers and send each 
Select Board member their list.  

 
 
OTHER BUSINESS 
 
McKeon MOVED to have Fox order flowers for Pat Grace SECOND Aldrich VOTE unanimous 
 
VanCor MOVED to have the Town Administrator send flowers or a fruit basket up to the amount 
of $100 to employees when a family member (as defined in the personnel manual) passes away 
or is hospitalized on behalf of the BOS SECOND Aldrich VOTE unanimous 
 
McKeon MOVED to amend the Selectmen’s Meeting minutes of February 14, 2018 to include 
the vote that the Select Board moved to put the warrant article for the bond for the Town Hall 
Annex on the Town Warrant for voting in March SECOND VanCor VOTE unanimous. 
 

 
 

Aldrich stated that the EDC will no longer have a Chairman for the committee. VanCor 
suggested Phil Shaw if he is interested. VanCor stated that he would be an excellent choice if 
he is willing.  
 
Aldrich asked if the Town did anything for Public Works week which is the week of the 20th. 
Aldrich also stated that Clerks week is in June.  McKeon stated that we don’t do anything.  
 
Aldrich would like to attend the NHMA course A Guide to Effective Enforcement Workshop on 
June 1st for $90.00.   

 

VanCor requested follow-up on the letter of support from the BOS to the DES on the volunteer 
work done at Chesterfield Gorge.  We request the DES keep the Gorge open and allow 
continued volunteer work.  Aldrich will do the letter.  
 
VanCor asked about the on-going Town revaluation process.  Fox stated that Sam Greene from 
the DRA will be in at the next meeting to go over it with the Board.  
 
McKeon gave an update on planning board meeting.  The new owner of the property that is 
defined as PDD #4 was in to discuss possible uses of the property.  One of their ides was a 
metal building to house RV storage. McKeon stated the storage building to store RV’s can’t be 
implemented as it is zoned now. Only the exact layout and buildings that were approved through 
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the PDD process can be installed. The rules of procedure for the planning board are being 
worked on.

Jeff Scott stated that Kathy Thatcher put on a good informational talk about invasive species.  
 
Jeff Scott doesn’t understand the Septic System issue at the old Town Office.  McKeon said 
he will send over the paperwork to him to review.
